The Union Territory of Do3hi provides toth types of 
incentives, thrtiio, in cosh ond kind- Tir'..o ty, s of 
finnnclrl nssistnnce, such as pre-mntric schoirv'ship, merit 
scholarship and open merit scholorship are specially mrent 
for the Scheduled Cr^ste students v;ith some specific criterion. 
Besides these there ore other types of scholar ship such as 
indusLrtrl scholarship (it is given to the students studying 
industrial eclucrtlon, at the GoverniAf-nt industrial schools), 
scholarship for wards of poltticnl sufferers, charitable 
scholarship, destitute scholarship, notional scholarship for 
talented children for rural area, scholarship for wards of 
persons in the nrnicd forces and Sanskrit scholarship. Tliese 
are msant for f"! category of students Including Scheduled 
Castes. Incentives in kind include, books, tnid day meals 
and uniform f'^cH•’t'tr*. t' Sohedulod Castv students os vroll 
as other hackwi ’d classes students.

There is a Muncipcl 
Corporation of Dcllii v/hich denis with oil tho prlncry 
schools in Delhi. It dcrls with all Icind of incentives 
v/hich ore provided to tho poritaory clrsses. Boolcs, uniforjn , 
and mid dry meal or,-.' provided by the Municipal Corporptlon 
of Delhi 5 through aonal offices located in every i:onc. 

The hefdmrstars of the primary school give their demands 
to the 20 nnl office. 

Delhi Administration deals with the financial assistance 
of middle and high schools of Delhi. There is a. scholarship 
branch in the old sccrctrrictc lieoded by Director of Education 
who denis with all tho schemes of finencial assistance. 

Ttie scholarship branch sornti'^lsos the application' 
forms and sanctions th < mount and sends bht ohoduo to the 
headmasters of the schools concerned. 

In case of merit scholarship^ it is sanctioned by the 
Director of Social Welfare and it is administered and 
distributed to eligible students. The scholarship is given 
for the full academic session in two instalments in a year* 

The first instalment is paid in September and second

88.9 Per cent ;f the headmasters t >ld that the grant comes 
in the form of cash 33.3 per cent told that it comes in the 
form of cherre and 55.5 per cent told that it comes in tho 
form of kind. 

Regarding tho disbursement of scholarship and incentives 
in kind cent per cent of the headmasters opined thot, after 
rfeGet\7ing the grant they immideatiy distrinute it to the 
students. Tlie disbursement is made in the presence of 
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par nts only by bho doss teoeUor. Ho official Is present 
pt the timi of aiGburcc!!i(-vit. some times the official 
authority did cone for checking of the documents* 

Cent per cent of tiie headm-^sters opined that all the 
Scheduled Coste students do not get the scholarship. It is 
due to Income limit of the parents. Sometimes the parents 
could not provide Income end caste certificate and such 
students did not avail of the scholarship. 

Regarding the rpcpipt of the financial incentlvos, 21 
beneficiaries were interviewed in the sample schODls. Gent 
Per cent of them told that they received scholarship and 
Incentives in kind from the s chooX. The following table 
shows types of incentives received by them.
